„The order will have to be obeyed,” said 
ahn B. Newman, assistant commissioner 
having the matter in charge, yesterday, 
We have three inapectors busy giving the 
necessary notice to the owners of fountaing, 
and each place will be visited a second time 
the last of the month, If upon the second 
lat the inspectore find the order has not 
been complied with, prosecutions will be com- 
menced.”’ 

Text of Sign on Fountain. 

This sign, or one similar to it, must be 
diaplayed on all soda fountains, under the 
order of the food commission;

According to Mr. Newman, inspectors gave 
notice to the downtown soda fountain own-

For some reason or other Capt. Ralph 
Hamilton, who has been traveling in the 
United States and who arrived in New York 
the other day with his wife, Lady Grizel 
Hamilton, the huntress daughter of the Ear!

he is always known in Great Britain. “ Mas- 
ter is a designation always given in Scot- 
land to the eldest son of a peer of the rank 
of baron or viscount.

The standard peerages give the father 
of the Master of Belhaven—namely: Lord 
Belhaven—as having established his claim 
to the peerage in 1894. But this is scarcely 
correct. For Lord Beihaven has merely 
chosen to have himeelf, in Scotch legal 
phraseology, served heir to the Belhaven 
estates at Wishaw, in Lanarkshire, and has 
réfrained from taking any steps to establish 
his claim to the peerage before the commit- 
tee of privileges of the house of lords. The 
attitude of the crown, which invariably is 
advised by the committee of privileges of 
the house of lords in such matters, is best 
shown by the fact that although Lord Bel- 
haven’s sisters have applied for a patent of 

dence, to take rank as if their father 

succeeded to the peerage, and which 
would bave had the effect of enabling them to 
prefix the predicate of honorable "’ to their 
name, the application has not been granted. 
This is owing to the fact that the crown is 
still in doubt as to whether Lord Belhaven

Dipper are known as “the plow,” or as 
„Charles“ Wain,” and in the first part of 
Shakespeares King Henry IV.“ (act II., 
scene 1) reference is made to these stars a8 
timekeepers. The first carrier says: 

An't de not four by the day, Tu be hanged; 
Charles Wain is over the new chimney. 

According to the Grecian fable, the Great 
and Little Bears were Calisto, a na- 
tive of the city of Helice, in Achala, near 
Corinth, for which reason the Great Bear is 
sometimes referred to as Helice and Areas 
her son. They were transformed into bears 
by the imperious order of Juno, who was 
jealous of Calisto on account of her beauty.\ 

Arcas was a mighty hunter, and, unaware 
of the tragic fate which had befallen his 
mother, was about to kill the bear, when 
Jupiter, in pity, changed him into a bear, and 
placed him with his mother among the 
stars. The unusual length of the taile of 
the bears is explained by the statement that 
they stretched as Jupiter swung the bears 
up into the sky.

Even the North American Indians had a 
legend concerning the seven stars, four of 
Which are supposed to be the bear, followed 
by three huntersin pursult. The first hunter 
carries a bow and arrow with which to kill 
the bear, the second has 4 kettle in which 
the bear is to be boiled after its capture, 
and the third hunter is laden with sticks 
with which to light the fire, 

Only once a year, according to the legend, 
does the first hunter succeed in wounding 
the bear, and it is belleved that it is the

It may be remembered that while the war be- 
tween Russia. and Japan was in progress 
the British government, by way of indirect- 
ly helping ite oriental ally, purchased two 
fine Chilean men of war, which would other- 
wise have gone to swell the size of the Mus- 
covite navy. This purchase was made by 
the English government through Anthony 
Gibbs & Co.

Wheat showed a little firmer tone yester- 
day, although practically all of the news 
was of a bearish kind. Shorts’ however, took.

bearish developments to take profits on a 
large scale, and this gave the bulls a breath- 
ing spell. All the Monday statistics were 
discouraging to the bulls, indicating Increas- 
ing stocks all over the globe. 

Russian wheat is moving more freely, as 
well as grain from thé Danubian countries, 
and, moreover, is of better quality than early 
im the season. W. 's shipments were much 
larger than expected, at 12,940,000 bu, ai- 
though there was a small decrease in the op 
passage stocks. 

The pressure of actual wheat was conse- 
quently a big factor abroad, all the leading 
markets being lower, with the exception of 
Budapest.
